High Bridgé, N. J., Jan. 24.—An ex­ 
aminer from Philadelphia is in charge 
of the First National hank of High, it 
having been closed by the comptrol­ 
ler 
of 
the 
currency . 
Directors 
of the hank say that the closing of the 
institution was caused by the confes 
sion of Abram L. Beavers, cashier, to 
the theft of $82,000 from the bank's 
funds. 
According to the version of 
the confession given by the directors, 
Beavers said he had taken $150.000 
worth of securities belonging to the 
bank from the safe deposit vaults of 
the Coal and Iron National bank of 
New’ York and had hy pothecated them 
with C. J. Hudson & Co., members of 
the New York stock exchange, for 
$75,000, which he had used as margins 
for speculations and had lost it. 
The 
amount named in his confession in­ 
cluded the $75,000 lost on double this 
amount of the hank’s securities hy ­ 
pothecated. according to Beavers, with 
the brokerage firm, and a note for 
$7,000 
w’hich 
Beavers 
negotiated 
through the bank a y ear ago and 
which, because he has now turned over 
to the bank all his possessions to make 
up for the defalcation, he is unable to 
meet. 
The various item s surrendered 
by him are estimated by the bank’s di­ 
rectors at about $25,000. 
The First National bank of High 
Bridge was organized in 19 00 with a 
capital of $30,000, Directors of the in­ 
stitution a lway s gave Beavers, who 
has been cashier since its foundation, 
credit for much of the success w hich 
the hank has enjoy ed. He was one of 
the organizers of the bank and has 
devoted more time than any of the 
other men interested to building up 
the institution.

ama canal act was made public by 4 
Secretary Knox la st night. 
The note sta tes at the outset that 
the United 
Sta tes government dis­ 
agrees with the British interpretation 
of the Clay ton-Bulwer and Hay -Paunce- 
fote treaties, but discussion of this im­ 
portant phase of the controversy is re- i 
served by Secretary Knox for another 
occasion. With respect to Sir Edward 
Grey ’s suggestion that the Panama 
dispute be submitted to arbitration if 
| the canal act be not repealed, Secre- 
| tary Knox holds that such a proposal 
| is premature. 
Mr. Knox bases this 
j view on the ground that Great Britain 
! complains only of something that pos- 
| sibly may happen, and also that arbi- 
| tration should not be resorted to until 
| the two governm ents have failed to 
| settle by diplomatic negotiation any 
I matter of dispute between them. 
The most interesting feature of Mr. 
| Knox's note, however, is his proposal 
| that a ! fiiets in the ca se which may 
| continue to be the cause of a differ- 
| enc*3 of opini^i between the two gov- 
| ernm enis !>*• referred for investigation 
and report to a joint commission of in- 
| quiry such as was provided for in the 
recent general arbitration treaty be­ 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, which 
was 
ratified by the 
j United States sena te in a hopelessly 
mutilated condition. 
Obviously Mr. Knox believes that 
, an investigation of this character will 
| result in convincing Great Britain that 
i she has no ground for seeking arbitra- 
i tion. 
Secretary Knox’s present propo- 
| siticn is designed therefore to clear 
the air or at lea st narrow down the 
points at issue. 
The joint high commission, if one 
; should be organized under the recent 
treaty with Great Britain, might be 
made of three members from each 
country or otherwise constituted as 
agreed upon by the parties to the dis- 
pute.
